The 
prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a channel structure including a large inflow 
groove or trench, a substantially smaller channel extending to the detection chamber, and an inlet 
section between the inflow groove or trench and the smaller channel, where the inlet section is of

substantially smaller flow cross-section than the inflow groove or trench and substantially larger 
flow cross-section than the smaller channel.
